are 
taking steps to 


I bring 
about 
the construction of 
! heavier types of roadbed and it has 
been proposed that the government 
be asked to assume control of 
the 
main arteries of motor transporta­ 
tion during the war. 
The commercial motor truck 
is 
developing 
faster 
than any other 
form of transportation according to 
figures made public here by dealers. 
These show that 
in 
this 
district 
alone, 
where 
many 
truck 
lines 
between Philadelphia, 
New 
York, 
Baltimer, 
Washington 
and 
other 
points are now in operation, there 
was a one-hundred per cent increase 
in 1917 over the .preceding year in 
the use of these carriers. 
Heretofore motor trucks carrying 
many 
lines 
of 
freight have been 
operating between the larger cities 
in 
New 
York, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Delaware and Maryland 
hut the war freight congestion has 
forced small communities to take 
up the idea on a larger scale. 
According to official reports from 
most of the counties 
in these five 
states, many 
of

largest firms 
and corporations In these states now 
are

livery. The cost, these reports point

to show how im p ortan t this work 
has been thru the various wars in 
which it he 
U. S. has 
taken part. 
Some references m ade in the inter­ 
esting address have 
already been 
made and other paragrap hs follow. 
The purpose has been simply to take 
1 from the address a few facts relat­ 
ing to the services of the more not­ 
able women that the speaker men­ 
tioned. 
An Early Heroine. 
“ Mercy W arren is distinguished 
as the first person of her sex to 
teach the reading world In the m at­ 
ters of state policy and history. She 
is said to have supplied the politic­ 
al parties of the Revolution with 
their arguments. 
She enjoyed the 
confidence 
of 
Adams, 
Jefferson, 
W ashington, Knox and others. 
“ Mary Draper deserves fame for 
lier rough and 
ready response in 
the early period of the Revolution, 
when after father and son had gone 
hurriedly to the front, with daugh 
ter and domestic she hastily pro 
vided provisions to feed the early 
patriots in their rush to Boston. And 
after the battle of B unker Hill she 
melted the pewter in her household 
and with the bullet mould of hei 
husband furnished am m unition for 
the arm y. 
“ Deborah Sampson 
enjoyed the 
unique distinction of m asquerading 
as a 
man and serving for three 
years in (“apt. T hayer's company of 
volunteers and was afterw ard given 
a pension and received at the capital 
by W ashington during the first term 
of his presidency. 
“ The tame of 
Molly Pitcher is 
known 
to everyone and the char­ 
acter of Martha W ashington is too 
fam iliar to require discussion, altho 
much might be said in connection 
with 
this wonderful woman, who, 
as the -first ‘first lady of the land* 
had much to do in m aking precedent 
for futu re generations, and whose 
helpfulness at 
Valley Forge 
and 
other periods of the Revolution min­ 
istered to the relief and distress of 
the early patriots. 
Mother Uickerdyke’s Grent Work. 
” ‘Motlier Bickerdyke’ among all 
the women nurses of the Civil War, 
stands out unique. 
She possessed 
extraordinary executive ability, was 
enthusiastic in her devotion to the 
cause of the private soldier and had 
an indomitable will in the m atter of 
execution. 
She accomplished won­ 
ders in the face of most formidable 
opposition. 
She wras living at Gales­ 
burg, 111., at the 
outbreak of the 
Civil w ar aud was a mem ber of Dr. 
Edw ard 
Beecher’s 
Congregational 
church, the Dr. Edw ard Beecher w-ho 
was the first president of Illinois 
col’ege. She wrent at once to Cairo 
and immediately 
began systematic 
wmrk in the camp and regimental 
hospitals at Cairo and Bird’s Point. 
She w as at 19 hard fought battles 
of the Civil war and no character 
in the world outranks her in th* 
m atter of her patriotism , her whole- 
souled devotion to the private sold­ 
ier and to suffering 
hum anity In 
general. 
“ M other Bickerdyke had a moth­ 
er’s solicitude for the soldier boys 
and she 
accomplished 
her great 
work with out seeming to recognize 
that she was doing anything rem ark­ 
able. 
One of the things she be­ 
came noted for was a famous ‘cow 
and hen mission’ and on this mis­ 
sion she visited Jacksonville. 
Milk 
and eggs had become scarce in the 
Memphis hospitals and Mother Bick­ 
erdyke went north on w hat was con­ 
sidered a fool’s errand. 
She reach­ 
ed St. Louis and was escorted that 
far by 
several hundred 
cripples, 
every one of whom had either lost 
a leg or an arm. 
She saw these 
placed in hospitals and then went 
to Chicago. 
She came to Jackson­ 
ville to see Jacob Strawn, one of the 
wealthy farmers of Illinois, and in 
company 
with 
a few 
neighbors 
Jacob Strawn gave her IOO cows 
and these were sent to Springfield, 
w hence Gov. Yates had them shipped 
to Memphis in herds of 15 or 20. 
“ F rom place to place she went 
soliciting hens and hens (began pour­ 
ing into Chicago until the headquar­ 
ters there were transform ed into a 
huge hennery. 
Her mission ended 
with her return to Memphis in a 


bizarre procession of IOO rows and 
1,000 hens. 
A Deserved Monument. 
“ The state of Illinois has erected 
a $5,000 monum ent to the memory 
of ‘Mother Bickerdyke’ which stands 
in Galesburg, where the remains oi 
(Mother iBickerdye’ 
repose. 
The 
monument represents ‘Mother Bick­ 
erdyke’ on the battle field lifting a 
wounded soldier from the ground 
and placing a canteen to his lips. 
The m onum ent to ‘Mother Bicker­ 
dyke’ should be a shrine for the 
women not only of America but of 
all lands and from 
which 
shrine 
they should 
draw 
inspiration and 
help because 
of the 
rem arkable 
deeds, self-sacrifice and heroic ser­ 
vice of this noble soul. 
“ I appreciate very much the priv­ 
ilege of addressing 
this splendid 
organization of women, which has 
and does exert such a great influ­ 
ence over the life of this com m un­ 
ity, and I 
vy 111 close my rem arks 
as I began them, with a quotation: 
‘W oman Is primarily the mother of 
the human race. 
She is m an’s ear­ 
liest and (tenderest guardian; 
his 
life-long companion; his trusted ad ­ 
viser and friend; her breath is the 
music of the nursery, the incense of 
the church.’ 
In times of war the 
work of women has ever been an 
example and an inspiration to the 
men who have fought for freedom, 
and in the present 
crisis of the 
world the women of America are 
m eeting the 
responsibilities of the j 
present in a m anner worthy of the I 
illustrious record of the past.”

nounced as treasonable if m ade by 
o th e rs are widely published w ithout 
even official protest. 
" I cannot believe,” he said, " th a t

reform s. 
"T h e time for flaunting m istakes 
is past.

My appeal is to my colleagues on th is 
side to stand firm ly against in flu ­ 
ences calculated to mislead us, and 
I appeal to my colleagues on the o th ­ 
er side of this 
cham ber

I am sta rtin g in the new year in the 
best of health and spirits, and with, 
the strongest hopes of boing w ith you 
on next New Year's eve. 
We had our first big snow on 
Christmas and now is when those 
warm socks and wristlets come 
in 
handy. 
I sure am all right so far as 
socks go, have seven pairs of heavy 
socks now but not one pair too many, 
as you know they wear out and every 
once in a while I come .n with a wet 
pair. 
It has been rath er cold but 
is warmer now.
